Section  18.  A  deed  in  substance  following  the  form  entitled  "Mortgage  Deed”  shall  when  duly  executed  have  the  force  and  effect 
of  a  mortgage  deed  to  the  use  of  the  mortgagee  and  his  heirs  and  assigns  with  mortgage  covenants  and  upon  the  statutory  condition  and 
with  the  statutory  power  of  sale,  as  defined  in  the  three  following  sections,  to  secure  the  payment  ctf  the  money  or  the>  performance  of 
any  obligation  therein  specified.

To  sell  at  public  or  private  sale  and  convey  any  and  all 
of  the  trust  property  and  any  reinvestments  thereof  from 
time  to  time  for  such  price  and  upon  such  terms  as  they 
shall  see  fit. 

e.  To  take  any  action  with  respect  to  conserving  or  realizing 
upon  the  value  of  any  trust  property,  and  with  respect  to 
foreclosures  or  other  changes  affecting  trust  property;  and 
to  collect,  pay,  contest,  compromise  or  abandon  claims  in 
favor  of  or  against  the  trust  estate;  and  to  execute  con¬ 
tracts,  notes,  conveyances  and  other  instruments,  including 
instruments  containing  covenants  and  warranties  binding  upon 
and  creating  a  charge  against  the  trust  estate  and  containing 
provisions  excluding  personal  liability. 

f.  To  execute  leases  upon  any  terms  and  conditions  as  they  deem 
advisable;  to  subdivide  or  improve  real  estate;  to  make  con¬ 
tracts  relating  to  real  estate  and  release  or  discharge  any 
interest  in  real  and  personal  property. 

g.  To  receive  additional  property  from  any  source  and  to  add  to 
it  and  commingle  it  with  the  trust  estate;  and  to  make  any 
distribution  or  division  of  the  trust  property  in  cash  or  in 
kind  or  both;  and  to  determine  the  value  of  such  property. 

h.  To  determine  the  manner  of  ascertainment  of  income  and  prin¬ 
cipal  and  the  apportionment  between  income  and  principal  of 
all  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  to  select  an  annual  ac¬ 
counting  period. 

i.  To  keep  any  property  in  the  name  of  a  nominee  with  or  without 
disclosure  of  any  fiduciary  relationship. 

j.  To  employ  such  agents;  attorneys  or  servants,  with  or  without 
discretionary  powers  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

k.  To  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  instruments  which  may  be 
deemed  advisable  to  carry  out  any  of  the  foregoing  powers 
and  discretions. 

5.  The  Trustees  shall  be  fully  protected  and  under  no  liability  or 
responsibility  whatever  for  the  consequence  of  any  oversight  or  for  errors 
of  judgment  or  for  any  mistake  of  fact  or  lav/,  or  for  anything  which  they 
may  do  or  refrain  from  doing  in  good  faith  or  believing  it  to  be  within 
discretion  or  power  of  this  trust  instrument;  or,  for  any  of  their  acts 

or  omissions  in  connection  with  any  of  their  trusts  or  duties  under  this 
instrument,  except  only  for  monies  received  and  not  paid  out  but  held  by 
them  hereunder  and  for  loss  or  damage  resulting  from  their  own  wilful  mis¬ 
conduct  or  bad  faith;  and,  no  Trustee  shall  be  liable  for  misfeasance,  mal¬ 
feasance  or  nondeasance  of  his  co-trustee  or  any  of  them. 

6.  No  person  or  persons  dealing  with  the  said  Trustees  shall  look 

to  anything  other  than  the  trust  estate,  it  being  expressly  provided  here¬ 
in  that  the  Trustees  shall  not  be -personally  liable  for  any  acts  committed 
by  them  pursuant  to  the  terms  and  conditions  contained  in  this  trust  in¬ 
strument.

8.  Notwithstanding  anything  hereinbefore  contained  to  the  contrary 
the  grantor,  the  said  Joseph  F.  Furtek,  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time’

by  an  instrument  in  writing  filed  with  the  Hampden  County  Registry  of 
Deeds,  with  coDies  thereof  mailed  to  the  Trustees  and  the  Treasurer 
of  said  Council  62;  and,  in  the  event  of  such  revocation,  the  said 
trustees  shall  make  and  deliver  all  such  instruments  as  may  be  neces- 
sary  to  vest  the  property  in  such  person  or  persons  and  in  such  capacity , 
whether  in  trust  or  otherwise,  as  the  said  grantor,  may  appoint.

ARTICLE  LI 

OBJECTS 

Tho  object  of  the  organization  shall  be  to  conduct 
a  social,  civic,  educational,  athletic,  oatriotic  and  his¬ 
torical  club  or  organization;  to  oar tic route  in  and  foster 
social,  civic,  educational,  athletic,  oatriotic,  histori¬ 
cal  and  musical  entertainments;  to  acquire  and  hold  by  our- 
chase,  lease,  or  mortgage  or  in  any  other  way  permissible 
under  Chapter  180  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  such 
real  and  personal  orooerty  as  may  be  necessary  or  incidental 
to  these  ourooses  and  to  dispose  of  any  property  which  shall 
cease  to  be  necessary  Or  incidental  to  said  ourooses;  to 
engage  in  and  conduct  any  enterprise  or  endeavor  and  to  raise 
money  in  any  manner  permissible  under  said  Chapter  180  of  the 
General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  to  be  devoted  to  these  ourooses 
herein  set  forth;  to  accent  donations,  bequests  or  gifts  in 
furtherance  of  and  incidental  to  these  purposes. 

ARTICLE  III 

MEMBERS 

The  membership  os  this  organization  shall  be  composed 
of  three  representatives  chosen  by  Council  62,  Polish  Na¬ 
tional  Alliance  of  Chicopee,  Massachusetts,  and  one  rep¬ 
resentative  chosen  by  each  group  which  is  a  member  of  said

ARTICLE  IV 

OFFICERS 

1.  The  officers  of  this  organization  shall  be  a  Pres¬ 
ident,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Clerk,  Financial  Sedre- 
tary,  three  Auditors  and  a  Board  of  Directors  of  fifteen 
members. 

2.  All  the  officers  mentioned  in  the  preceding  pe.r- 
agraoh  shall  be  elected  by  written  ballot  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  all  the  membership,  and  shall  hold  office  for 
the  term  of  one  year  or  until  a  successor  is  duly  quali¬ 
fied  and  assumes  office.  Nothing  shall  prevent  an  officer 
from  being  re-elected  any  number  of  times,  A  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  may  hold  any  other  office  at  the  same 
time. 

3.  If  any  office  mentioned  in  paragraph  one  above 
becomes  vacant  for  any  reason,  the  Board  of  Directors  after 
the  membership  is  again  filled  so  that  each  group  has  one 
representative  and  the  Council  has  three  will  fill  the  va¬ 
cancy  by  the  election  of  a  successor  as  soon  as  possible 
thereafter.  Such  a  successor  shall  serve  until  a  regular 
election  held  at  the  annual  meeting  and  until  a  regularly 
elected  successor  is  qualified  and  assumes  his  office. 

4.  The  Board  of  Directors,  after  a  public  hering  held 
after  reasonable  notice  in  writing,  may,  for  cause,  dis¬ 
cipline,  suspend  or  expel  from  membership  or  declare  an  office 
vacant. 


ARTICLE  V  • 
DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 


1.  The  President  shall  be  the  presiding  officer  and 
shall  perform  the  usual  functions  of  that  office.  He,  to¬ 
gether  %ith  the  Treasurer,  shall  have  the  authority  to  sign 
agreements,  checks  and  bind  the  corporation  in  its  under¬ 
takings,  after  having  been  duly  authorised  by  the  member¬ 
ship  or  Board  of  Directors. 

2.  The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  functions  of 
the  Presidint  in  the  absence  of  the  President. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  deposit  all  money 
in  the  name  of  the  corporation,  and  he  and  the  President 
shall  sign  agreements,  checks  and  bind  the  corporation  in 
its  undertakings,  after  having  been  duly  authorized  by  the 
membership  or  Board  of  Directors.  He  shall  also  perform  the 
usual  functions  of  that  office  and  keep  aporooiate  records.
